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THE RAILROAD STRIKE 
’ The strike hat been ordered 
After nearly nine months of parley­ 
ing and wrangling, the many thousand 
member» of the four railroad brother 
hoods have been ordered to quit work. 
Some of them will walk out Saturday, 
if they obey the mandate 
of 
their 
chiefs, and by next Wednesday it is 
planned to have the strike complet­ 
ed. 
This brings on an industrial crisis. 
How far reaching is its effects de 
pends upon the unanimity with which 
the men obey the strike order, and 
the action taken hy President Wilson 
to avert the disaster. 
Such a strike, if carried into effect, 
Is a national menace. 
There Is no 
gainsaying this. It would practically 
suspend passenger and freight traffic. 
It would bring starvation to the doors 
of the poor of the big cities within 
less than a week. It would send food 
prices, already altitndinous, to such a 
reach that even the well-to-do would 
soon suffer. The imagination cannot 
picture the suffering and distress that 
Would ensue. 
And yet—Saturday is 
but one «lay off. 
Who in to blame? 
To answer that question to the Sat­ 
isfaction of the public is the strategy 
of the present situation. 
The rail­ 
roads say the brotherhoods are. The 
brotherhoods say the roads are. The 
unbiased public will say that the rail­ 
roads. the brotherhoods and the su­ 
preme court are all in a way respon­ 
sible. 
It will be recalled that just prior to 
the last presidential 
election 
the 
brotherhoods called the hand of Pres­ 
ident Wilson. 
To bridge the chasm 
that yawned before him on the eve 
of balloting, the chief executive forced 
through cbngress the Adamson 8-hour 
law, which provided that the trainmen 
who now workv 10 hours a day were 
to work 8 hours, and for the same 
pay. 
The railroads yelled financial 
assassination and contended that they 
could not bear the additional burden. 
In all their arguments they overlooked 
the fact that the overage man can per­ 
form as much actual labor in eight 
hours as In ten, if disposed to do bo. 
However, this would not 
apply 
to 
trainmen who were out on long runs. 
Then came the refusal lo put the 
Adamson law Into effect. Although it 
was a law of the land; although it 
has been legally passed by the con­ 
gress and properly signed by the pres­ 
ident, the railroads contended that it 
must be construed by the 
supreme 
court before tbeY would carry out its 
provisions. This was in effect a par­ 
tial abrogation of the statute, for if 
such wride latitude were allowed in 
the enforcement of American laws 
they would not be effective upon the 
date specified in the bill, but would 
be effective when some court of lower 
or higher jurisdiction decided to con­ 
strue them. 
To recognize such , a 
principle as this would be to sanction 
crime and to confer upon the courts 
an authority which they should not 
havé and perhaps do not want. 
The supreme court has not decided 
the Adamson case. There is a large 
part of the public that believes that 
the interests involved were so eolios- 
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paramount, that the court should have 
disposed of this litigation long ago 
It is now contended that It may not 
be passed upon until next fall, which 
would be to rofe the trainmen of the 
fruits of their victory for 
a 
whole 
year. 
And that is why the supreme court 
is held accountable. 
Before the cry of 
“patriotism" is 
hurled against the trainmen, it must 
be recalled that the railroads did not 
put the Adamson law Into effect and 
then await the decision of th# court, 
nor did the court display any unusual 
diligence in advancing the test case 
on the calendar. 
Any effort made now to fix the re­ 
sponsibility is merely a play for pub­ 
lic favor. 
The railroads would like 
to have the public behind them, and 
so would the trainmen. The supreme 
court is undisturbed. 
It H In office 
for life. 
The public, however, has other in­ 
terests than those of the ratlfofeds and 
the trainmen. The public is cbaTged 
with the duty of protecting Itself. And 
because of this fact, the public de­ 
mands that President 
Wilson 
take 
drastic action to prevent a suspeusto.i 
of traffic and that the congress of the 
United States enact laws making rail­ 
road strikes Impossible. 


THE RUSSIAN REVOLUTION. 
While German reports of the Rus­ 
sian revolution may possibly be biased, 
it is entirely probable that they are 
not, for as a ru'e war news coming 
out of Be-lln Is In every respect ver­ 
acious. 
It is quite plausible, too. to 
suppose that the allied censors would 
not be eager to advise the world of 
the tur mod and confusion that is de­ 
clared to have reifned In the capital 
of the great white Czar. 
If the Duma has risen In Its might 
and taken forcible possession of the 
reins of government, the tact is of 
great moment on this side of the At­ 
lantic and at the entente capitals, be­ 
cause of the bearing that it may have 
upon future events- 
Should it mean 
that the alliance 
between 
England. 
France. Russia and Italy has 
been 
broken, it would place an entirely new 
phage upon the European 
war. 
It 
would make the outcome of that titan- 
tic struggle still more uncertain. 
However, it 1b a reasonable pre­ 
sumption 
that 
the 
Duma, 
ruling 
through the army, would not adopt a 
foreign policy different from that now 
in effect. 
It would be hard to con­ 
ceive of any benefits that Russia might 
acquire through a coalition with Ger­ 
many that would be permanent, or 
that the Bear would knowingly trust 
its fate to the militarists of Prussia, 
yho have already displayed a willing­ 
ness to relieve the governments of 
the world of the burden of directing 
their own affairs. 
The Russian upheaval 
is perhaps 
only a gigantic protest against 
op- 
nressioh and misrule. 
It is a revo­ 
lution that will result in the emanci­ 
pation of the Russian serf, that will 
destroy autocracy and that will place 
the Slav before the world in the light 
of a people who love liberty and light. 
For centuries this revolt has been 
overdue. If it robs Siberia of its ter­ 
rors and emancipates 
an 
hundred 
million persons from 
the 
degraded 
slavery of official oppression, it will 
have been well worth while.
